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The ALA Executive Board held its Fall Meeting in Chicago, November l1l-12. The 
most Important Items for consideration were the General Funds and Publishing 
budgets for 1955-56, General Funds income for 1954-55 totalled $317,500; this, 
under the "known-income" basis of budgeting, establishes the expenditure ceiling 
for 1955-56. Of the total amount, $91,975 goes to the divisions under the 
"60-0" formula; the remaining amount of $225,525 comprises the budget for the 
General Funds activities, This sum, which is only $2,862 above the amount bud- 
geted for 1954-55, imposed difficult limitations upon operating and program 
needs for 1955-56. Upon recommendation of the ALA Budget Committee, the ALA 
Bulletin budget was transferred to the Publishing Department and $20,000 of 
Publishing funds allocated for partial support of the Bulletin, This support 
from Publishing is considered feasible because of the sound condition of Pub- 
lishing as indicated by its September 1, 1955 statement of net worth; it also 
recognizes that the Bulletin falls logically, as pointed out by the Management 
Survey, within Publishing's operations. 


The above action by the Board made possible a number of desirable additions to 

the Budget of General Funds: Additional costs of the Management Survey, approved 
last May but unallocated, amounting to $10,688 can be met from the Budget; $5,000 
was set aside for use by the Steering Comnittee on Implementation of the Management 
Survey; the amount available for the work of Boards and Cormittees was increased 
as was the amount available for official travel by the Executive Secretary; partial 
transfer of Bulletin Budget responsibility to Publishing will also allow a con- 
tinuation of the Complimentary Student Membership Program which had been omitted 
from the budget estimates. 


Publishing's 127-36 budget, which is based at the sale of publications in print 
and twelve new es, One new edition, and one supplement, totals $219,)97. 
During 1954-55, the Department's sales included $12,000 in "old" titles, 366,000 
in publications of that year, and $4,400 in audio-visual materials. In addition 
to the book publishing program, the Booklist Budget to support 12,600 subscrip- 
tions ($94,455) and the Subscription Books Bulletin Budget to support 5300 
subscriptions ($15,640) were approved. These publications are almost completely 
self-supporting. As a result of discussion, the Executive Secretary was directed 
to study the possibility of merging the Booklist and the Subscription Books Bul- 
letin into one publication, 


Real estate developments in Chicago indicate the likelihood of an increase in 
the value of the Iescctationts property at 50 East Huron Street. The building is 
in need of repairs and there is every reason to believe that maintenance costs 
will increase; the building has served the Association's needs well but it is 
increasingly wasteful of staff time. For these and other reasons, the Board voted 
"That the President appoint an Executive Board Subcomnittee to study the whole 
matter of Headquarters location including space needs, maintenance costs, rental 
possibilities and the matter of location in a city other than Chicago."

y t As a result o r B study of the Association's tax-exempt 
status and upon consideration of additional legal advice, the Board (1) Voted, 
That placement service be considered on its merits in terms of its priority and 
demands on Association funds as compared with all other demands upon Association 
funds, and (2) decided to obtain additional legal counsel on the Group Insurance 
Proposal. 


The Board considered proposals from committees and staff dealing with membership 
promotion, public tions. recruiting, and strengthening the Headquarters Li- 
brary. The Executive Secretary was "directed to study and make a report at 
Midwinter on the possibility of packaging programs of public relations, membership 
promotion and recruiting and present a draft on the organizational scope and pur- 
pose of a Public Relations Office for Executive Board consideration." In addition, 
it was concluded that the President should appoint an Executive Board Subcommittee 
"to work with the Headquarters Librarian and the Associate Executive Secretary to 
formulate a statement of policy on the Library's activities."

Reorganization of The Decimal Classification Editorial Committee into a Joint Com- 
sities of the Lake Placid Club Education Foundation and the American Library 
Association was accepted. The Joint Committee will consist of three continuing 
members representing the Library of Congress, the Forest Press, and the ALA Divi- 
sion of Cataloging and Classification, and six members, one appointed each year 
for a six-year term with nominations alternating between the Lake Placid Club 
Education Foundation (even years) and the ALA (odd years). The Board delegated 
the nominating authority to the DCC and designated that Division to act for the 
Association in all matters relating to the work of the Joint Committee, 


The U.S. artment of State-ALA Fore librarians Projects of 1954-55 were 
review y oard and deep appreciation expressed to epartment and to 
ALA's International Relations Board. Continuing interest in and support of 
projects of this nature was expressed. 


At its Philadelphia meeting, the Board considered the possibility of a single 
unified Journal for ALA comprising all its present associational journals, except 
Subscription Books Bulletin and The Booklist. Study has established that it is 
financially possible to combine existing journals into one journal that can be 
distributed to the entire membership at a cost no greater than that now being 
spent on the individual journals. During its Chicago meeting, the Board asked 
that this possibility now be explored with the divisions to determine interest 
and desirability from the divisional and membership viewpoint.

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Overdue Finds 


Every book that is worth reading is founded on something permanent in human nature or the 
constitution of things, and constructed on principles of art which are themselves eternal.

As part of this preparation, the field 
workers held beadership training sessions 
for community leaders at the request of 
local librarians whenever staff schedules 
permitted The director vi ited the spon 
soring libraries to discuss plans for the 
future. A conference of grant area super 
visors and directors was held at Allerton 
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Park from May 1 to 5 to organize the plans, 
and to discuss the various methods and 
means by which the directors will handle 
the program with curtailed funds and as- 
sistance from the national office. 

In order to give some financial! assistance 
in 1955-56 to those areas which have had 
grant funds for only one or two years, plans 
have been made to end the present fiscal 
year with a substantial balance. At the dis- 
cretion of the ALA Adult Education Board 
this will be allocated on the basis of need 
to the nine continuing areas. 

The preliminary work on the Library 
Community Project, as a development of 
American Heritage and other ALA adult 
education projects, has been a function of 
the American Heritage staff. An article on 
the project appeared in the May 1955, ALA 
Bulletin. All state extension agencies were 
invited to apply for grants, and eighteen 
sent in applications. 


AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF SCHOO! 
LIBRARIANS 

During 1954-55, AASL has published a 
new brochure on the elementary school 
library, edited by Sara Innis Fenwick, un 
der the direction of the Elementary School 
Libraries Committee. The Recruitment 
Committee has in preparation a new re 
cruitment folder for School Librarianship 
The statement, School Library Bill of 
Rights was completed by the Committee on 
Book Selection in Defense of Liberty in 
Schools of a Democracy, under the chair 
manship of Esther V. Burrin, and was a 
cepted by the membership as an official 
AASL statement. 

The Standards Committee under the 
chairmanship of Frances Henne and Ruth 
Ersted have completed a plan for the revi 
sion of School Libraries for Today and To 
morrow, and are at present re-examining 
the budget proposal, for submission to the 
ALA Executive Board 

AASL has cooperated on programs with 
the following educational organizations 
American Association of School Adminis 
trators, Association of Supervision and 
Curriculum Development (NEA), and the 
Association for Childhood Education Inter 
national. It has made initial steps in the 
development of cooperative plans with the 
National Association of Secondary School 
Principals, Department of Elementary 
School Principals and the Department of 


Audio-Visual Instruction (NEA). It has 
also cooperated with the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, and the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, in pro- 
viding officers of these associations with 
‘information and printed materials on 
school libraries. 

" AASL has taken an active interest in the 
White House Conference, and has sent let- 
ters offering assistance in state conference 
plans to all Chief State Education Officers 
and State School Library Supervisors. The 
Director of the White House Conference, 
Clint Pace, will be one of the chief speak- 
ers at the AASL program meeting in Phila 
delphia. 


ALA BuLLetin 


During 1954-55 the ALA Bulletin has 
continued under the policies and long- 
range planning established during the pre- 
vious two years. Endeavoring always to in 
crease its effectiveness as a membership 
periodical, the material selected for use 
has been, in so far as possible, that which 
would be of greatest interest to the greatest 
number of ALA members 

Some of the subjects which have been 
specially treated during the year are: Adult 
Education, School Libraries, the ALA 
Management Survey, and the Library Serv 
ices Bill. The October issue was a special 
issue devoted to a broad perspective of 
Libraries in the United States Today. 


ASSOCIATION OF COLLEGE AND 
Rererence Lipraries 


Probably the most interesting develop 
ment in ACRL this past year is its receipt 
of a grant from the U.S. Steel Foundation, 
Incorporated. Most of this $30,000 grant is 
to be used for subgrants to liberal arts col 
lege libraries in amounts of several hun 
dred dollars to help with their book funds 
Some of it will be used for research in 
librarianship.

Division OF CATALOGING AND 
CLASSIFICATION 


During its first year with an executive 
secretary at Headquarters, the DCC has 
continued its program of service to the 
profession and has taken several notable 
steps forward. Much of the work of the 
division is long-range and can be measured 
only by progress reports. 

One of the outstanding accomplishments 
of the year was the winning of the $1000 
Norman Bassett Award, The proposal 
drawn up by the Board of Cataloging Pol 
icy and Research is: Proposal for a study 
of reader and staff use of the library cata 
log. The study is now getting under way in 
twenty-five libraries of different sizes and 
kinds in the New York area. Dr. Sidney I 
Jackson of the Brooklyn Public Library is 
directing the study whik h is ¢ x pected to be 
completed by July 1, 1956 

The Catalog Code Revision Committee 
under the chairmanship of Wyllis Wright

Division or Lipraries FoR CHILDREN 
AND YOUNG PEOPLE 


The Division of Libraries for Children 
and Young People has completed a list of 
one hundred U, S. children’s books recom 
mended for consideration for translation 
into other languages. U. S. State Depart- 
ment and Unesco will both make the list 
available. 

The DLCYP has been looking into the 
problems small libraries have in serving 
children and young people and has found 
that aids in selection and consultant help 
on services to these groups continue to be 
major needs. Through Top of the News and 
through state groups of children’s and 
young people’s librarians, the division is 
increasing its assistance in both areas, 

The Association of Young People’s Li 
brarians will assist small libraries to iden 
tify adult books of interest to young people 
by preparing a carefully selected list of 
books for a young people's shelf in a publi: 
library. The AYPL will print and distribute 
the list widely to small libraries throughout 
the country. This has been made possible 
by the Bassett Foundation Award to the 
AYPI

Heapquarters Lieaary 

This past year has seen a great increase 
in service by the Headquarters Library. 
This service has been given through the 
loan of materials, direct correspondence, 
and the answering of questions from the 
Staff at Headquarters. Statistics show that 
in comparing the figures for September to 
June of last year with those for this year 
there has been an increase of 57% in the 
number of questions asked by the Head 
quarters Staff and 61% in the number of 
loans made to individual librarians. Re 
organization of the library materials was 
continued during the year. 

Materials for an exhibit were loaned to 
the College Section of the Catholic Library 
Association meeting in Milwaukee. The 
library was included in a class visit for the 
Special Libraries Course at the University 
of Wisconsin Library School and will be 
the host in July to a group of school librari 
ans attending a workshop in Chicago. 

Arrangements have been made with the 
U. S. Book Exchange for sending to this 
agency the older books discarded by the 
Library in keeping with its policy of being 
an operating rather than a research library 
In this way these books will be placed in 
libraries which can use this material to 
good advantage. Current foreign materials 
are sent the University of Illinois Library. 


Almost a complete new staff, with the 


exception of the librarian, was appointed 
in September. Articles on library develop 


ment and the ALA were prepared by the 


librarian for six encyclopedias and the 
IFLA meeting, held last September. The 
ALA Clearing House Service, which has 
been renamed ALA Pre fessional Informa 
tion Center, was organized and conducted 
at the Midwinter and Annual Conference

The 
office has also initiated a Survey of Library 
Film Cooperatives, the findings of which 
are expected to be published in the early 
Fall.

These are the responsibility of the administra- 
tor. He then cited the specific considerations 
the administrator expects from the library in 
order to meet the requirements set up by the 
various accrediting agencies from which his 
institution seeks approval. 


In her paper, “The Library in the Life of the 
Student Nurse”, Miss Blaser said that a well 
prepared professional librarian can give helpful 
guidance to students in locating information 
necessary to comprehensive knowledge of the 
science and art of nursing, and can also en- 
courage them to acquire good habits of reading 
in the related scientific fields and in aesthetic 
and cultural reading. She spoke of the function 
of the library as a service not limited to books 
but one which must include within its scope 
the housing of audio-visual 
materials. She noted that the standards of the 
American Public library might well be those for 
the nursing school library. These are: 1. Educa- 
tion. 2. Information. 3. Aesthetic appreciation. 
4. Research. 5. Recreation. She emphasized the 
responsibility of the librarian to help the nurse 
develop into a well integrated personality. In 
conclusion, she said, in order to justify the ex- 
penses of its operation, the library must be a 
service agency, a teaching agency, a materials 
center, a reading center and a coordinating 


and distribution 


center. 

A spirited question and answer discussion 
period followed. These points were discussed: 
The advisability of amalgamating the medical 
and nursing school libraries; duplication of 
materials; budgets and costs of library services. 


The second part of the program was devoted 
to “The Library in the Patient Program;” the 
speaker was Walton B. McDaniel, II, Ph.D., 
Curator of Historical Collections, College of 
Physicians, Philadelphia. Doctor MecDaniel’s 
paper was a perceptive and stimulating discus- 
sion of “Some Historical and Contemporary 
Aspects of Bibliotherapy.” In his research for 
this topic, he reviewed the important aspects 
of bibliotherapy as they appear in the earliest 
literature, the present implications and future 
consideration. He pointed out that these involve 
the relationship of religion to bibliotherapy, 
the impact of war on the latter’s development 
and finally its “foreordained marriage with psy- 
chiatry.” Bibliotherapy, as we know it today, 
was a product of World War I, a result of the

armies of that war. It was then that the thera- 


many patients’ libraries established in 


peutic value of the patients’ libraries sprang 
into existence. He spoke of how the two world 


wars dramatized effectively the cause of pa- 


tients’ libraries and bibliotherapy and also 
provided great organizational momentum. Bib- 
liotherapy, he said, has moved from “isolated 
barren stations into the sublimity of worldwide 
acceptance on a theoretical basis.”” Much is still 
to be learned and teamwork is required; how- 
ever there seemed, to him, to be no limit to the 
potential contribution of the hospital librarian 
from that of inspiration to compilation and 
analysis. In closing, he noted the brilliant work 
so far achieved by the librarians as being a 
continuing challenge to themselves and to the 
physicians

stimulating afternoon, Miss Tews expressed the 
feelings of an enthusiastic and most receptive 
audience. She assured the membership that all 
papers will be published either in Hospital 
Book Guide or the ALA Bulletin.

Mrs. Jeffery spoke on “Operation Bootstrap 
organizing a Young People’s Librarian’s Club.” 
She described how a few librarians, interested 
in getting together periodically to discuss their 


mutual interests in the held of young people's

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work, worked together to organize the Round 
Table of Young Adult Librarians in Massachu- 
setts. The group has de veloped into an active, 
professional organization. Their meetings now 
include panel discussions, speakers, joint meet- 
ings with the Round Table of Children’s Li- 
brarians and other activities. In her experience 
organizing the Young Adult Librarian’s group 
in Massachusetts she has found the following 
principles to be useful: keep the organization 
simple, keep in mind the needs and interests of 
both large and small libraries and work to de- 
velop an active, rather than 


passive, mem- 


bership. 


Mr. McCormick's subject was “A Publisher 
Looks at the Books Young People Like.” He 
said that in our country today there is a general 
regression in book reading. A Gallup poll in 
1927 showed that 29% of the people reached 
were in the process of reading a book; 
poll in 1955 has shown that 17% of the persons 
polled were reading a book at the time. As in 


a similar 


other activities, people need incentives to read 
and librarians can make reading inviting. Mr. 
McCormick urged the encouragement of reading 
aloud, he emphasized the special excitement 
which goes with reading aloud. 


™ Mr. McCormick had been asked to discuss 
the Committee on Reading Development of the 
Book Publisher's Council. He described this 
committee as a “soil conservation service in 
the field of ideas.” The primary objective of the 
Committee on Reading Development now is to 
help pass the Library Services bill; other objec- 
tives include: encouraging the development of 
lifetime reading habits, working with the Na- 
tional Book Committee in speaking up for the 
importance of the book today, they are inter- 
ested in the program of the National Council of 
Teachers of English, the: White House Confer- 
ence on Education, and in the use of television 
and radio to extend an interest in reading. 


Mr. McCormick went on to discuss some of 
the teen-age titles which he as a publisher 
found would appeal to young people. He asked 
the audi@nce what percentage of the adult books 
libraries found suitable for young people and 
how much of the library's book budget is usually 
spent on young people's books. Replies from the 
floor showed that from 15-30% of adult book 
budgets were spent for YP titles. A question 
period from the audience followed. Mr. McCor 
mick was interested in reactions to Doubleday’s 
Cavalcade series. The audience offered sugges- 
tions to include more modern stories, to vary 
the book jackets rather than use a standard 


“series type.” Approximately 200 persons at- 


tended the meeting. 


BUSINESS MEETING. Approximately 100 per- 
sons attended the business meeting of the asso- 
ciation. Mildred Batchelder, executive secretary 
of the Division of Libraries for Children and 
Young People explained the new accounting 
system used by ALA and how it would affect 
the financial procedure of the Association of 
Young People’s Librarians. Miss Batchelder 
announced that the Young Adult Council of 
the National Welfare Association was 
sponsoring a Young Adult Assembly in Oberlin 
this September. It is hoped that there will be

300 young people from affiliated organizations 
attending. Mr. Longshores, representing the 
association, explained that the purpose is to 
focus the attention of young adults on some of 
the problems facing society today. 


Jane Ellstrom, Young Adult Specialist work- 
ing with the ALA American Heritage Project 
reported on their 1954-55 program. During this 
time, the major part of staff time and of funds 
were concentrated in three demonstration areas; 
statewide in Georgia and Ohio and in the Bos- 
ton region. Participation in the group was 78% 
youth and students, The 
groups represented a good cross section of the 
community. 56% were female and 44% 
Various educational levels were represented; 
from 15% who were grammar school graduates 
to 19% who had done some graduate study be- 
yond their college degree. The largest occupa- 
tional groups attending were housewives, 
secretaries, bookkeepers, and teachers. The 
films most frequently used were “High Wall,” 
“Due Process of Law Denied,” and “Freedom to 
Read”; among the books frequently discussed 
were This I Believe, This American People, 
and the education issue of “The Ladies Home 
Journal” which contained a condensation of 


Blackboard Jungle. 


In answer to questionnaires submitted to 
them, members of the groups said that as a 
result of their participation, they had learned 
to think better, and enjoyed the freedom of 
discussion and ..oup participation. 97% wanted 
to continue in the group, 2% did not want to 
continue and there was no answer from 1%. 
At present 18 groups are planning to continue 
in the Fall. Miss Ellstrom concluded her report 
by stating that she feels that the young adult 
groups of the American Heritage Project have 
achieved, to a considerable extent, the goals 
which were set forth in the statement of pur- 
pose at the start of the project.

4 new approach to adult education in the 
liberal arts, and the role the community library 
can play in the development of that program, 
was outlined by Don Seiwell, associate editor 
of the American Magazine, at the meeting July 
5, 1955, Robert E. Kingery, chairman. 


One of the major problems facing American 
industry and business today, stems from the in 
sistence that prospective employees be educated 
as practical technicians, with little emphasis 
on the study of the “liberal arts.” Such em 
ployees are often ill-prepared to take over in 
dustrial positions where their chief contacts are 
with people, either employees or customers. For 
that reason industrialists are looking more in 
terestedly at the graduates of liberal arts col- 
leges than ever before. When they can’t be 
found they are developing potential executives 
by sending junior technicians back to college 
to pursue straight cultural subjects. Such a 
course is now available for this type of per 
sonnel at the University of Pennsylvania’s Insti- 
tute of Humanistic Studies for Executives, 
recently developed in Philadelphia through the 
cooperation of the Bell Telephone Company of 
that state. It is a-10-month course of reading 
and discussion from 85 basic textbooks, classics 
of literature and thought. The expected results 
are broader understanding of people, practice 
in sizing up situations, experience in putting 
unrelated facts into a whole, practice in self- 
expression and independent thinking. 


“Now what does this mean to you and your 
libraries? And to the business firms and young 
executives of your home communities? The im- 
plications are clear. Not many companies and 
not many young executives can aflord the time 
or money to return to college, but it is possible 
to set up a comparable course of study within 
your own libraries.

He attributed this in part to 
the Korean War, but largely to the awakening 
of Southeast Asia. This speaker also noted a 
religious fervor in this country; he found it 
stamped on our coins and proclaimed on our 
billboards. One of these read, “Have faith in 
God, our country, and ourselves.” This thought, 
he said, he would take back to Jaffna’s 70,000 
people. 

While impressed by the material wealth and 
high degree of efficiency in the American li 
brary system and genuinely appreciative of the 
professional experience it had made possible, 
these librarians were of one mind in declaring

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ple, how American women “do all the work of 
the household.” Mr. Santiapillai voiced the 
opinion that an understanding of other people 
developed through an exchange program can 
do “some good” particularly in times of unrest, 
by providing a continuing link between nation- 
als of different countries. 

Mr. Das Gupta placed high value on a certain 
amount of self confidence he had gained 
through his experience. He added that he would 
not wish to take back to India our complex 
machines, but he would take back a better de 
veloped ability to re-think his own problems 
a far more subtle thing. 

Two quotations culled from the discussion 
may reveal shortcomings to Americans who wish 
to make an honest appraisal of the host country. 
In noting the richness of materials in American 
public libraries, one speaker said, “. . . some- 
times, I think, too much. Children might be 
more happy with less.” Another speaker, com- 
menting on one of America’s largest city sys- 
tems, said “When a library grows big, in some 
respects it ceases to be a library.” 

Mr. McCarthy related his experience as con- 
sultant to three national libraries of Egypt in 
1953 and 1954. These libraries are Cairo Uni 
versity with an enrollment of 25,000 students, 
Alexandria with an enrollment of 9,000 stu 
dents, and Heliopolis whose enrollment is 7,000. 
He found that library problems tend to be the 
same the world over: they are problems con 
cerned with building, finance, staff, and service. 
In the highly centralized Egyptian system, the 
librarians themselves were aware of the major 
problems, even as librarians in American librar- 
ies are aware of over-all problems. Therefore, 
many of the suggestions carried in the report of 
his study came from the librarians of the uni- 
versities. He praised the United States Informa- 
in Cairo and felt that if 
the American people could see the work done 
by our overseas libraries, there would be little

Mr. Riley 
stressed that absolute freedom of movement is 
the basic principle of a good exchange or “visi- 
tation” program; he declared that the “guided 
tour” type followed by certain other countries 
is not meaningful. 


Before bringing the discussion to a close, 
Mr. Bryant asked the librarians from foreign 
countries in the audience to identify themselves. 
Aside from the two groups that have already 
been identified, there were representatives from 
England, Germany, Iran, and the Philippine 
Islands. Fou: librarians present in the U. S. 
under fellowships or grants from private en- 
dowments and three had come to this country 
“under their own steam” as they expressed it, 
without benefit of aid. Among those who intro- 
duced from the floor were Max 
Broome and Kenneth Aims from Yorkshire, 
England; Nasir Sharify, librarian of the Majlis 
(Parliament) from Tehran, Iran; Colin W. 
Clarke from Wolverhampton, England; and 
Mrs. Rosa Vallejo from the Philippines. 


Mr. Riley then thanked the ALA and the 
International Relations Board for their aid and 
the foreign visitors for the challenge they offer 
the professional librarians in this country and 
for the contacts they give us with other coun- 
tries. He said that the librarians would find that 
the average American has deep interest in 
things unknown.

Administration in Libraries, outlining the meth 


Pre-conference Democratic 
ods used for discussion and some of the conclu 
sions reached. Included in the points covered . 
were reasons for a democratic administration : 
and the means of attaining or maintaining it. 
Mr. O'Rourke stated that there were no dis- 
advantages and the reasons included the im- 
provement of morale, with the subsequent 
improvement in public service, and the fact 
that, inasmuch as 75 per cent of a library's 
finances goes into salaries, at least this much 
consideration should be given to personnel. 
Some of the ways suggested for the attainment 
of a democratic set-up were: the establishment 
of a democratic atmosphere, the instigation of 
a staff association, the use of committees, staff 
bulletins, bulletins from the administration, staff 
meetings, and an open-door policy on the part 
of administrator. 

At the conclusion of Mr. O’Rourke’s talk, 
Mrs. Myers introduced the panel members, rep 
resenting libraries of various sizes and types, 
who spoke briefly on their Experiences with 
Democratic Administration. 

The first panel member to speak was Mrs. 
Marjorie B. Harte, Public Library of Evans 
ville, Evansville, Ind., representing the medium 
size library, who told of the confidence of the 
director in his staff and his efforts to see that 
the staff knows the functions and the objectives 
of the library in any situation. This he does by 
means of a bulletin and by having the staff 
represented on the board of trustees.
